Mr D. E. Greenfield, Crown Counsel, submitted that

MORE CONSISTENT 

Mr Greenfield then dealt with 
accused’s evidence and submitted 
that the accused’s story was not 
to be accepted. He added that 
the Jury could not place much 
reHance on the accused/e story. 

Mr Greenfield also’ submitted 
that the deocascd’s injuries wero 
more consistent with her having
